DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 9 and 34-37 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest the invention of Claims 9 and 36. Applicants persuasively argued that the 
Shei and Nishiwaki references would be viewed in the art as functional equivalents in the 
10/30/07 Arguments, and therefore that one would not have been motivated to use these methods 
in combination. Additionally, Shei is directed to eye surgery, not inkjet nozzles and Turner (GB 
2,262,253) is directed to forming tapered nozzles in wing skin material on aircraft. 2/12/07 
Arguments at 6-7. Thus, Applicants have persuasively argued that one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention would not have found rationale or motivation for combining 
techniques from three divergent applications to provide a function already achieved by the base 
reference. Additionally, see the arguments with respect to Turner and Shei on pages 10-11 of the 
10/30/07 Arguments.
